AN ESSAY ON CARRIAGES. 


Coaches are said to have lwen invented at the 
town of Kotse in Hangary, and Matthias Corvinu, 
the King of Hungary, to have been the first person 
who ever rede in a coach. Corvinus, however, did 
not reign until the last half of the fifteenth centary, 
aod we have an elicit of Philip le Beil, King of 
France, promulgated as early ar the year 1294. pro- 
hibiting the use of carriages by the wives of citi- 
zens , the invention of the coach by the Hungsriacs 
could therefore have been little more than the addi 
tion of a reof, with perhaps some other co 
ces, to the carriages then in use. Some sort of ve 
hicle for the purposes of luxury, or at least for the 
conveyance of females and infirm persons, was no 
doubt used in the earliest times. Among the na- 
tions of the East, who considered it disgraceful for 
women to be seen by strangers, and who at the 
same time were accompanied by their female rela- 
tives in processions or on military occasions, co 
vered carriages were necessarily used in very early 
times, as we fied mentioned in the histories of the 
Persian wars; though, if we may jodge of the ve 
hicle of the ancient Persians by that in use among 
their descendants, we shali form but a mean bea of
